3* Colooel Biddle presented a nemoraadua <m the Amy position 
regarding the problem of restrictlcaas on Soviet ard Satellite dlplcaaatlc 
perscwmelj, and. the ccsaaittee chairman acknowledged receipt of the State 
Beptrtaent airgram atid replies thereto regarding the <|uestlon of teavel 
restrlctlms* 

J?. Mr* Reinhardt comaented on the fact that the State Departsaent 
froa time to time had ii^posed certain travel restrictions upon repre- 
sentatives of specific countries showing the necessity for a flexible 
pdlcy. 

5* Coicaael Biddle !»entl<a:ied that the Services also had to sake 
certain decisions t^pon specific occasions, in this regard* For instance 
he had just obtained a policy decision that he and one amtoer from his 
cdTfice would rej^eseat the Department of the Army at a social function 
given by a Himber of the Soviet Emtossy to which practically all senior 
Army officials Imd been invited. 
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6» Mr. Belahardt coa®ented cm an additlcmal aeiacapai^tffli from ths 
O* S. Ssimssj in Moscow, approving the principle of travel restrlctioBe 
upon a coaplel:^ areciparocal basis. Ibis being in contradiction to the 
answer received to tbeir query which had bem circulated to ccmilttee 
laea^rs* 

7# It was felt that all phases of the problm at hand had been 
dlsc\U(sed and that coraolttee maxim's had received general policy guid- 
ance jE^rcm their own agencies as well as hearing the views fraa the other 
cooBilttee Brai)ere.
